Complete 
import returns for 1914 are of less 
discrediting comparison, marking a 
decrease of little more than seven 
per cent Of further’ interest is 
the comparison of the import and ex- 
port data during the five months of 
war complications. The unsettling 
conditions have been reflected in a de- 
preciation of twenty-one and one-half 


per cent. in imports and of more than 
eighteen per cent. in exports, con- 
cerning our trades, while the general 
figvres indicate a loss of fifteen per 
cent. in imports and of twenty-two per 
cent. in exports.

Vegetable oils exports during 1914 
sustained a serious loss, $16,896,710, as 


against $21,033,089 for 1913. Cottonseed 
oil, comprising the mainstay of this 
classification, bears the heaviest share 


of the decline; last year’s’ record 
Shows 216,308,961 pounds ($14,683,798),

There has ap- 
parently never been an occasion before 
to resort to any means to divert potash 


from its natural properties, and by 
what chemical agents this change in 
its character can be effected, what 


transformation may be involved in the 
methods of manufacture in which pot- 


ash enters as a basic material, or by 
what processes the fundamental prop- 


nitrate 
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erties can be recovered, are among the 
problems to confront our importing 
and consuming interests if this dena- 
turation is carried out. It has 
been suggested that a sulphating basis 
might be tried to restrict potash to its 
most peaceful service, as this method 
would be simplest and easiest to fulfill 
the purpose intended. German chem- 
ical science has worked out many more 
intricate questions and if there may be 
any sincerity in the desire of the Ger- 
man authorities to satisfy the agricul- 
tural needs of the neutral countries, 
we may feel a reasonable degree of 
confidence in our share of potash ship- 
for the coming sea-

OTHER PAINT MATERIALS. 


BARYTES.—Developments in this 
market are not important and condi- 
tions remain practically unchanged. 
Reports from the West recently have 
indicated an easier market there and 
quotations for delivery at the mines 
have been more favorable to buyers. 
Some foreign barytes was’ imported 
this week, but the amount was com- 
paratively small, and there are no free 
offers of foreign barytes Demand for 
this material is not heavy and most all 
sellers agi in this respect Pricés 
are holding at $20@22 per ton _ for 
Western, $17@19 per ton for Southern 
and off grades are to be had at $18@15 
per ton. 

CHALK No arrivals of chalk were 
reported this week and the getting of 
supplies here at reasonable rates is the 
most important factor in the vresent 
market, There is no market for chalk 
in the sense that a buyer can enter the 
market and buy all he wants for 
prompt delivery, hence no quotations 
are available and importers are said 
to be trying to bring in stocks for 
some of their customers who are hold- 
ers of contracts. Only one arrival of 
French chalk has been reported here 
since the war began, and as far as 
French grades are concerned the mar- 
ket has been nomina! for a long time, 
but now English chalk is in about the 
same position as French and no reli- 
able prices can be quoted 

CHINA CLAY.—The high ocean 
freights are not favorable to the im 
porting of china clay and trrivals 
from abroad have been small in recent 
weeks. There is a fair demand for 
china clay for both foreign and domes- 
tic grades Some consumers are said 
to use both the imported and the do- 
mestic article, while others are calling 
for the delivery of foreign stocks, as 
they use no other. In the absence of 
stocks foreign grades are hardly more 
than nominal, but domestic clay is 
quoted at $8@9 per ton. 

LITHOPONE.—tThe arrival of con- 
siderable quantities of lithopone from 
abroad was noted during the week, 


and the majority of this material was 
said to have gone directly to con- 
sumers. There has been a moderate 
inquiry for foreign grades of litho- 
pone, but no active trading has re- 
sulted in recent weeks. Domestic 
manufacturers of lithopone are making 


regular deliveries to their customers, 
and some of them are not holding 
stocks which they can offer in the 
spot market There is no dearth of 
domestic lithopone, however, but this 
material is said to differ somewhat, 
according to maker. Prices are held 
at 3%@4c. per pound. 

TALC.—Reports from Italy say that 


shipments of tale to this country in 
the latter part of last year were larger 
than in the corresponding period of 
1913, owing to the fact that other 
countries which were accustomed to 
sell to the United States were not in 
a position to make deliveries, and on 
that account there was a greater de- 
mand for Italian tale for shipment to 
this country. The figures of shipiments 
from Italy bear out this report, as the 
totals were 49,100 bags for 1914 and 
39,650 bags for the previous year, and 
the gain in the former year was made 
in the closing months. Demand is said 
to be for the best grades, and the ma- 


terial is said to be mainly for the 
toilet trade. There is a routine mar- 
ket for all grades of talc, according 


to sellers in the local market. 

WHITING.—The whiting market is 
closely associated with the chalk 

market that what is true of one is also 


so 


true of the other. The fact that sup- 
plies of chalk are not coming to this 
market is good reason to prove that 


manufacturers of whiting are not ina 
position to do a normal business in 
their goods. Uncertainty about future 
arrivals of chalk and about prices 
makes the whiting market unsettled,

eign glue are not as large as they 
were before the war, yet they are 
of fairly large size, and it is worthy 
of mention that imports of gelatin have 
been heavy in recent weeks. There 
is a fair demand for domestic grades 
of glue of all kinds, but the market 
is not in a normal position, and in 
spite of reports of an improved trade

New York Shipping Conditions. 


General shipping terms and conditions 
at New York have within the last month 
developed a relieving tendency, but lead- 
ing houses urge a stricter observance of 
neutrality provisions on shipments to 
Holland, Scandinavian and Italian ports.

ANIMAL AND EISH OILS, 


COD OIL.—The market for cod oil 
Was firm, but no actual price changes 
were noted. There was a fair jobbing 
demand for Newfoundland oil. Offer- 
ings from first hands were light and 


prices on forward deliveries were 
nominal. Spot quotations for New- 


foundland oil held on the 38c. per gal- 
lon basis. Domestic oil was quoted at 
36c. per gallon. 

DEGRAS.—There was little if any 
change to the situation.

Smelter Fumes Conservation. 
Paint and Drug Repcrter.) 
Washington, Feb, 12, 1915 

There has just been published by the 
United States Bureau of Mines a report 
discussing the subject of damage done 
to foliage in the vicinity of smelting 
plants. The object of the report is to 
bring out whatever scientific investiga- 
tion has disclosed regarding ways for 
bringing about a better understanding be- 
tween farmers and the owners of smelt- 
ing plants as to‘the damage by smoke 
on farms. The damage done to vegeta- 
tion is from sulphur dioxide in the atmos- 
phere, which is said to require close study 
by scientific observers. 

An interesting feature of this report, 
however, apart from the effect of sulphur 
fumes upon vegetation, is the references 
in the report prepared by Charles H. Ful- 
ton, expert of the Bureau of Mines, show-

DR LOVIS REVIEWS MARKET AND 
MAKES RECOMMENDATIONS. 
In his annual report, Dr. Lovis told 


of developments in the world’s commerce, 
and especially those affecting the drug 
ind pharmaceutical trade and profession, 
within the last twelve months, and men- 
tioned the fact that, despite the blighting 
influence upon general business exerted 
by the European war, the business of the 
association’s members had been affected 


o} 


to only a slight extent by the almost uni- 
versal contraction of trade, because their 
products are ever necessary in the alle- 
viation of disease. He congratulated the 





United States Government on its freedom 
from entangling foreign alliances and 
upon its position ‘‘as the one great pow- 
er at peace with all countries and able 
to offer its best services as mediator 
and peacemaker to those in strife across 
the seas.”” He then reviewed the chaotic 
conditions prevailing in the drug and 
druggists’ supply market at the outset 
of the European war and the gradual re- 
adjustment of the drug trade to the al- 
tered conditions. He urged that this 
country become more independent of for- 
eign sources of supplies in the drug line 
by cultivating many of the drugs, now 
obtainable solely from abroad, and espe- 
ciaily by expanding its manufacture of 
finished medicinal products, after ade- 


quate protection against 
has been afforded. 
After showing the great incre 
ports of American medicinal 
products to Europe, due to 
war, and the big balance 
this country’s favor 
told of the thoroughly sound fundamental 
conditions in the United States, including 
the establishment and satisfactory opera- 
tion of the new curremcy law, the revived 
prosperity of the railroads and the re-

suits of the opening of the Panama 
Canal. He drew a doleful picture, how- 
ever, of this country’s dependence upon 
foreign shipping for the transportation of 
its natural and manufactured products, 
and added that the recent withdrawal of 


the large shipping heretofore available, 
through the interning of foreign ships of 
commerce in American and foregn ports, 
and the further retirement of merchant 
marine by the belligerents for war pur- 
poses, nuw constitute handicaps which 
are “‘serious and damaging in our ex- 


ploitation of foreign markets.’ He there- 
fore advocated ‘‘such changes in our navi- 


gation laws and such provisions as may 
be wisely and properly made by our na- 
tional legislators to stimulate American 
shipbuilding, so that American steamers 
may be enabled to compete successfully 
in_the_ over-seas carrying trade.” 

Dr. Lovis then commented briefly on 
the new emergency revenue tax and re- 


marked that he believed that he voiced 
the general-sentiment of the association’s 
members when he said that ‘“‘we continue 
to suffer from too much legislation and 
too much regulation.’””’ He congratulated 
the association, however, for its part in 
assisting in the framing and advocacy of 
the passage of the Harrison law, and 
urged that the association play an active 


part in making narcotic laws of the 
various States conform to this Federal 
statute. He also recommended that the 
association reassert its opposition to any 
and all suggested changes im the ‘“‘varia- 
tion” clauses of the Federal and State 


food and drug laws and requested renew- 
of the association's affiliation with the 
itional Drug Trade Conference. 

In conclusion, Dr. Lovis recommended 
legislation on the subject of price pro- 
tection and control of the retail price of 
any article in which the manufacturer 
or deaier has an industrial right by pat- 
ent, trade-mark, trade secret, copyright, 
design or otherwise. He also urged re- 
assertion of the association's indorsement 
of one cent letter postage, and its aid and

necessity for the alleviation of disease of 
both man and beast. 

To-day, we are more cognizant than ever 
of the wisdom of the founders of our’ Re- 
public in planning a government free from 


entangling foreign alliances, a policy equally 





wisely perpetuated by each succeeding Ad- 
ministration. 

Proud, indeed, is our position to-day as 
the one great power at peace with all 
countries and in position to offer our best 
services as mediators and peacemakers to 
those in strife across the Seas, The con- 
vulsion in trade immediately precipitated 
by the European war, particularly with re- 
spect to the products we have heretofore de- 
pended upon Europe to supply us, is too 
recent and indelible to require reference at 
this time. In the wild scramble of buyers 
to secure all available stocks, prices ad- 
vanced to unprecedented figures, the mar- 
ket becoming practically a buyers’ market, 
with few, if any, fixed prices, one buyer out- 
bidding the other. 


Fortunately, as weeks and months have 
passed, figures on many of these foreign 
products have fallen to more reasonable lev- 


els, due to stocks abroad being larger than 
at first estimated and also to decreased con- 
sumption and use by the belligerent nations 
themselves Though exportation of many 
of these products were prohibited by the 
respective countries, the embargoes on some 
have been lifted through special licenses 
and the American Situation relieved to 
that extent. 

The first lesson that is immediately 


¢ 
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brought forcibly to us in these circumstances 


is the need of less dependence for these 
naturai and manufactured products on for- 
eign sources of supply. There has been 
too much such dependence. We should be 
more selt-supplying and independent. We 
can gain much of that independence with 
respect to the natural products by taking 
advantage of the great expanse of our own 
land and the diversity of our own climate 
to cultivate many of the drugs that we now 
almost wholly depend upon foreign coun- 
tries to furnish Our own Department of 
Agriculture and some of our manufacturers 
have successfully cultivated numbers of 
these drugs and the experience of the De- 
partment of Agriculture is available to all 
who will interest themselves in such an im- 


portant and needful American enterprise. 
As to the manufactured products, we know 


that, in some directions, we are hampered 
by the lack of crude materials or depos- 
its of sufficient abundance or by the lack 
of discovery of such deposits in this coun- 
try, as, for instance, the potash salts, to 
put us in the desired independent position, 
but in the great and long line of manufac- 
tured products, with an adequate protection 
against the foreign producer, to represent 


the difference in cost of production at home, 
as against that broad, American capital 
and enterprise would undoubtedly promptly 
become interested and rapidly place us in 
the position independence of foreign 
supply of most those manufactured prod- 
ucts, 

It is undoubtedly true 
duction in many lines 
stimulated by the urgent demands of the 
existing European situation. The volume 
of exports, due to this European demand, 
is increasing rapidly that it bids fair 
soon to surpass all records—an expansion in 
which many of you have contributed large 
shares. It is a tribute to the American man- 
ufacturers to have had these leading na- 
tions at once call upon them for necessary 
medical and surgical supplies

Our new currency

Reserve banks opened, 
influences should future contingencies arise 
as they have in the past. One needs no bet- 
ter illustration of the strength of our home 
situation than the retirement by December 
10 of a total of $211,778,000 of Clearing 
House certificates issued by the twelve 
Clearing House cities of the country, that 
were issued beginning August 3, at the first 
breakdown of the international financial 
system, and likewise of the retirement up 
to the present time of all but about $50,- 
000,000 of a total of approximately $380,- 
000,000 of the emergency currency. 

The prosperity of our railroads, 
much to the American industrial 
tion, the favorable settlement that has 
made of the freight advance rates to the 
Eastern railroads, promises effective im- 
provement to the business situation 

The opening of the Panama Canal to gen- 
eral traffic marks another world event to 
the credit of American genius and enter- 
prise. Its benefits to ourselves and all 
other countries are well and universally un- 
derstood Its full benefits to American in- 
dustrial interests, especially with reference 
to South America, will not be fully achieved 
until we ourselves control the ships to carry 
our products there and establish banks, and 
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through them a system of international 
credits that have been the means of the 
control in the past of the business of those 
foreign lands by the leading commercial 
European nations. 

Our foreign trade for the year 1914 is 
represented by imports of $1,789,022,4 of 
which 36 per cent. represents imports of 
the last five months of the year; exports of 
$2,114,657 », of which 43 per cent. rep- 
resents exports of the last five months of 





the year; a total of $3,903,679,965, a decrease 


of 9 per cent., as compared with that for 

1915. 

With natural and manufactured products 
of such enormous volume, another lesson 
brought forcibly to us, especially in these 
times, is our almost entire dependence on 
foreign shipping to transport them. 

Statistics ctf normai times and normal 
freight rates, compiled some time ago, in- 
dicated that American shippers paid an- 
nually for the over-sea carriage of Ameri- 
can exports and ‘imports over $300,000,000, 
over 90 per cent. of which went into the 
pockets of the foreign ship owners At 
present volumes and freight rates, this sum 
is greatly enlarged. 

The absolute withdrawal of the large ton- 
nage heretofore available, through being 
interned in American and foreign ports, 
and the further withdrawal of hundreds 
of steamers by the belligerents for war pur- 
poses, have created a shortage in tonnage 
for the transportation of our products that 
has caused great delays in the forwarding 
of shipments, and freight rates that have 
tripled those of normal times, and there 
appears to be no limit in sight to continued 
advances. These are handicaps to us that

are serious and damaging in our exploita- 
tion of foreign markets. Such changes in 
our navigation laws and such provisions as 
may be wisely and properly made by our 
national legislators to stimulate American 
Shipbuilding, so that American steamers 

















may be enabled to compete successfully in 
the over-seas carrying trade, should, in my 
opinion, receive the hearty encouragement 
of all American productive industries, We 
want more American ships and we want to 
keep more of that freight money at home 

To sustain the national revenue, due prin- 
cipally to the falling off of imports and 
corresponding decrease of revenues there- 
from, the Emergency Revenue act, popularly 
called the ‘‘stamp tax,” has been re-estab- 
lished, but on the representations of this 
association and other drug interests, wisely 
omitted medicinal preparations 

It is not my purpose to discourse on the 
subject of legislation proposed and passed 
during the last twelve months, that will be 
presented in detail by our efficient commit- 
tee on that subject I believe I voice the 
general sentiment of our members that we 
continue to suffer from too much legisla- 
tion and too much regulation, I cannot 
refrain, however, from congratulating the 
association for its part in assisting in fram- 
ing and urging the passage of the Federal 
Anti-Narcotic law, the so-called ‘‘Harrison”’ 
bill, signed by the President, December 
17 last, and effective March 1, 1915. Nor 
can I refrain from recommending that the 
efforts of the association be directed to 
having the anti-narcotic laws of the various 
States conform to the Federal law in the 
all-wise policy of uniformity throughout the 
country in all important measures. 

As there continues to be agitation with 
respect to the elimination of the variation 
clause in the pure food and drugs act, I 
recommend that we reassert our opposition 
to any change in the variation clause and 
that the secretary circulate such resolution 
among the le lators and Congressmen, 
when, in his judgment, it shall seem needful. 

I recommend your approval of the re- 
newal of our affiliation with the National 


Drug Trade Conference for the ensuing year.

Codliver oil has been advanced very 
Sharply on reports of extensive buying 
in Norway by Germany, a curtailment 
of fishing operations, due to fear of 
hostile mines in the North Sea and the 
presence of large numbers of Russian 
seals off the coast of the Lofoten 
Islands as well as in consequence of a 
noteworthy reduction of spot supplies. 

Some concessions have also been made 
in chemically pure and dynamite gly- 
cerin, Harlem oil, Rochelle salt, seid- 
iitz mixture, larkspur and South Amer- 
ican canary seeds, pareira brava and 
rhatany roots, savory leaves, German 
peppermint leaves and liverwort 
leaves, calendula flowers, Ceylon cit- 
ronella oil, South American vanilla 
beans, tonka beans, prickly ash ber- 
ries, small flake manna, Iceland moss 
and Trieste colocynth apples. 

Besides the advances mentioned 
above, there have also been uplifts in

out of the country. Operators in Tur- 
key and selling agents in the United 
States are also compelled to furnish to 
the Turkish government a certificate, 
written in the Tur;kish language, guar- 
anteeing that the opium obtained by 
them be consumed in the United States 
and will not be sold to consumers who 
can be identified with any of the AI- 
lied Powers. Just how this scheme of 
the Turkish government for safeguard- 
ing against sales of opium to the Allies 
will work out remains to be seen. It 
is conceded to be extremely doubtful 
whether the Turkish government, 
Which offers to refund the money de- 
posited with it on this account, when 
satisfied that the sales to American 
interests have been legitimate and that 
the gum will not leave the United 
States, will have considerable diffi- 
culty in supervising all such transac- 
tions and assuring itself that resales 
have not been made to the Allies by 
the American handlers of the article. 
It has also been learned of late that 
Germany has been a very heavy buyer 
of medicinal quality gum at Constan- 
tinople and Smyrna and that recent 
sales and negotiations expected to lead 
to sales of this gum have included 
about 500 cases. The quotation now 
made in Smyrna for this article is 260 
piasters per oke, equivalent to about 
Iss. 3d., c. i. f., without consideration 
for war risk charges and the recent 
fluctuations and _ differences in  ex- 
change.

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case of Foote & Co. vs. Stanley, 232 U. &., 
494, in which the United States Supreme Court, 
in an opiion by Mr. Justice Lamar rendered 
February 24, 1914, specifically held that States 
have the right under Article I, section 10, of 
the ‘Constitution, to pass and enforce inspec- 
tion laws and charge such fees as are neces- 
sary to such inspection. The case in question 
involved the right of the State of ‘Maryland to 
charge an inspection fee of 1 cent per bushel 
on oysters shipped into the State of Maryland 
from other States. The act was held invalid 
not so much upon the ground of the inspection 
fees being commingled with other funds, but 
on the ground that the reports show as a fact 
that the fees were excessive and far more than 
were necessary to maintain the expenses of in- 
spection. 

Upon the strength of this decision the Su 
preme Court of North Dakota has recently held 
the oil and gas inspection laws of that State 
unconstitutional because the inspection fees 
on oils were excessive. Of course, the decision 
of the United States Supreme Court is con- 
trolling with our courts on all questions in- 
volving interstate shipments. It follows, there- 
fore, that while our statute is not absolutely 
void in its fact, yet if, as a matter of fact, 
the amount of fees collected have been unrea- 
sonably excessive, the Federal courts would 
enjoin the collection of such fees and hold 
such law invalid as to interstate shipments. 
We believe an examination of the opinion in 
Foote & Co. vs. Stanley, supra, will enable 
you to draft such a bill as will meet all the 
requirements of the Federal Constitution and 
interstate commerce regulations. As to the 
wisdom of the proposed amendment, we could 
do no more than merely venture a suggestion. 
We would suggest, however, that in section 
1 of the proposed amendment which seeks to 
amend section 4332, Revised Laws of 1910, in 
lines four and five, uses the following lan- 
guage, ‘‘which may or can be used for illumi- 
nation or heating purposes, manufactured in 
the State, or brought into it,’’ while section 
4532 of our present statute reads, ‘‘which may 
or can be used for illuminating, heating or 
power purposes.’’ It is thus seen that the 
word ‘‘power’’ is left out of the proposed 
amendment. It will also be observed that sec- 
tion 3 of the proposed amendment contains the 
words ‘‘provided, further, that no inspection 
of gasoline shall be required under this act.’’ 
It is apparent, therefore, that by the addition 
of the provision to section 4342, Revised Laws 
of 1910, and the omission of the word ‘‘power’’ 
from the proposed amendment to section 4332. 
supra, that the real object of the proposed 
amendment is to eliminate gasoline from in- 
spection. It is our opinion that the State has 
the same right to inspect gasoline as it has 
to inspect the other oils mentioned in the act, 
and that the necessities are equally great. As 
to the power of States to impose inspection 
laws, you are also referred to Patapsco 
Guano Co. vs. Board of Agriculture, 171, U. S., 
345, 18 Sup. Ct. Rep., 862,

line from Cushing to Chanute by the way of 
Coffeyville. This project fell through and now 
these companies feel the dire need of Cushing 
erude and are figuring on the construction of 
an independent line. As both the National and 
Cudahy are strong financial institutions, it is 

believed that the project will be carried to a 
successful conclusion. 

The Ponca Refining Company has secured the 
right of way for its line from Cushing to 
Ponca; material has arrived for the same and 
the work is now in progress. This company 
engaged in contracts for oil at Cushing. It 
has had considerable difficulty in tying up 
products on time contracts, ‘While the Cush- 
ing producers are willing to sell their pro 
duction under the present market, they are 
not willing to make long-time contracts. be- 
lieving a better day is coming shortly. They 
also figure that as soon as the bottom drops 
out the Cushing Oil Company will go to a 
premium, and most of them are figuring on 
sticking the independent refiners for the pre- 
mium. It is very doubtful if this will work 
as sucessfully in the future as a common 
earrier as in the past. 

The Caamber of Commerce at Bartlesville is 
laboring on a proposition to bring back. the 
refineries at that place. In a letter Secretary 
Frank B. Vontackey, of Titusville, Pa., states 
that he will be in Bartlesville this week to 
look over the field with the idea of building 
a refinery there. 

The Standard Oil Company, operating a re- 
finery at Neodesha, has given notice that it 
will resume dividends on February 27, when 
it will pay a quarter dividend of $3 on stock 
on record of February 11. This company de- 
ferred dividends August 18, 1914. Many rea- 
sons were assigned for the suspension of divi- 
dends, but since the refining conditions are 
worse now than tiey were when the Standard 
deferred dividends last August, it is quite 
safe to assume that the company suspended 
dividends to pay big improvements occasioned 
by the installation of its new high pressure 
distillation process. 


Various Field Notes, 


Some good wells are being found in the Mo- 
hawk pool east of the Flat Rock pool and 
northeast of Tulsa. One of the best wells 
drilled lately is owned by R. W. Kellough 
and located on the Lydia Walkingstick allot- 
ment, 20-20-13. The fee of this land was 
bought some time ago by Mr. Kellough, which 
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makes “iis strike especially valuable to him. 
The well does 250 barrels a day. Friends of 
Mr. Kellough will regret exceedingly to know 
that Mrs. Kellough is in very ill health. All 
efforts to bring her relief have been futile. 
Shallenbarger Brothers have a_ 10,000,000 
cubic foot gas well on the Harris farm, 16- 
17-17, west of Wagoner in the shallow sand 
district. This well was found at a depth 
of 1,035 feet, whereas former wells in that 
district were found in a siallower sand. Gas 
is a valuable product anywhere in the mid- 
continent field to-day, but heretofore big wells 
have not been frequent in shallow sand ter 
ritory.

Kansas City, Mo., Feb. 10, 1915

action on the oil conservation law passed by

Specialties have prompted 
tention in the local 
during the interval, but the average 
movement of miscellaneous chemicals 
has remained of the same quiet char- 
acter as recently reported. The cur- 
tailment of shipments of all kinds of 
potash salts from Germany has led to 
more inquiry for potash products here. 
Consumers, however, have taken the 
situation conservatively and there has 
been little evidence of the wild buy- 
ing movement which featured the 
market a few months ago. Caustic 
potash, carbonate of potash, nitrate 
ot potash and chlorate of potash have 
all been advanced and are holding firm 
at top figures. All except carbonate 
of potash are made in this country, 
and the strength displayed is due 
chiefly to the upward tendency of the 
basic material, muriate of potash, 
which is supplied entirely by Germany. 
In the other classifications there has 
been relatively few important price 
changes. Bleaching powder on spot is 
a little stiffer on account of more 
limited offerings of German material. 
Chloride of barium shows a net de- 
cline of $2 a ton for the week, not so 
much on account of increased offer- 
ings, but because buyers refused to 
follow up the recent advance. Blue 
vitriol has been advanced by leading 
makers on account of the strength in 
copper. Oxalic acid sold at price con- 
cessions early in the week, but closed 
at unchanged prices. White arsenic 
remains dull at old figures. Carbonate 
of copper is in firmer tendency, and it 
is likely buyers will have to pay 13%c. 
a pound to secure offerings. Needle 
antimony, glassmakers’ grade, has 
been advanced ic. a pound to 9c.; the 
closing quotation was 9@10c. It is in-

Cork. 


The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers sustained the United Cork Com- 
pany, of New York, in its claim for the 
free entry of pieces of cork, cork shav- 
ings, ete., as ‘‘corkwood or cork bark, 
unmanufactured,”’ under the tariff of 1909. 
lhe merchandise was returned by the col- 
lector at 10 per cent. ad valorem as cork 
waste. The collector’s assessment was 
overruled. 


Lubricating Oil, 

B. Richard & Co., New York, were 
sustained in their claim for lower duty 
on an importation of lubricating oil. The 
merchandise involved was referred to in 
the special = of the appraiser as 
“lubricating oil, a sulphonated saponifi- 
cation of oil and petroleum.”’ It was as- 
sessed as a combination of oils, under 
paragraph 3, of the tariff act of 1909, at 
25 per cent. ad valorem. The case was 
submitted for decision on stipulation be- 
tween the counsel for the importers and 
the counsel for the government, that the 
oil is of the same character as that which 
was the subject of a previous decision 
(T. D. 34974), wherein it was held to be 
dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent. ad 
valorem, under paragraph 480, of the act 
of 1909. The claim, in harmony with said 
stipuiation, was sustained, and the col- 
lector’s decision modified accordingly.

Noon, 1915. 


The outstanding feature of the mar- 
ket for fertilizer materials continues 
te be found in potash salts. There has 
been no change in the situation as far 
as getting supplies from Germany is 
concerned, but there are reports that 
the embargo which now exists will be 
modified to admit of shipments 
to this country. The main point in 
the possible modification of the em- 
bargo seems to consist in the denatur-

izing of these salts so that Germany 
can be sure that they are not used for 
any purposes except in the fertilizer 
trade. If such a plan is found feasible 
and becomes operative the situation 
will be improved as far as the fer- 
tilizer trade is concerned, but the 
chemical trade will be in an unfavor- 


able position. Potash salts of all kinds 
have been advanced in price during the 
week, but with the source of supply 
shut off trading is naturally confined 
to those who have stocks on hand. De- 
mand for fertilizer materials in gen- 
eral has been better in recent weeks, 
and this has caused a better feeling 
among sellers, and a reflection of this 
is found in the fact that market prices 


for many materials are now higher 
than they were a short time ago. 
Nitrate of soda and sulphate of am- 


monia are selling at advanced prices, 
and in the case of the former the ship- 
ping situation is a prominent factor in 
strengthening values. Domestic manu- 
facturers of sulphate of ammonia are 
pretty well sold up, and as there is not 
much foreign material on hand there 
is a good inquiry, with the result that 
sellers are able to get better prices for 
their goods. Dried blood and tankage 
are in moderate demand, but they are 


more firmly held than they were a 
short time ago, and sellers are not 
offering freely in future positions. Ex- 


port demand for phosphate rock con- 
tinues quiet, and this has restricted 
the movement from producing points. 


For reports of the Baltimore, Chicago 
and Atlanta fertilizer markets refer to 
index on page 23. Detailed reports 
on the separate articles of the local 
market follow:— 


NITROGENOUS PERTILIZERS, 


CYANAMID.—Domestic makes of 
cyanamid have not reported any 
change in that market, and it is stated 
that demand has been quite good in 
the past two or three weeks, and this 
applies both to demand for delivery 
on old orders and to new business for 
prompt and nearby delivery. The mavr- 
ket quotation is held at $1.90 per unit 
f. o. b. works. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE. 
A slightly firmer tone has been in evi- 
dence in the market for these animal 
ammoniates during the week and ask- 
ing prices of sellers have been ad- 
vanced. Consumers have shown more 
of a willingness to take on _ stocks, 
and with an improvement in inquiry it 
was expected that values would be 
more firmly maintained. Sales were 
reported on a basis of Chicago de- 
livery at $2.65 for dried blood and at 
$2.45 and 10 for high-grade tankage. 
The real firmness of the market is 
shown in the future positions, as 
sellers are not willing to quote the 
spot prices for anything except prompt 
shipment and are holding distant posi- 
tions at a premium. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—The freight 
situation is the big factor in the mar- 
ket for nitrate, and as rates are going 
up it is inevitable that quotations at 
consuming markets should feel the 
effects of this condition. Spot 
nitrate is now quoted at $2.10 per 100 
pounds by local sellers, and futures 
are held at practically the same basis. 
There has ben an improved demand 
for nitrate from the fertilizer trade, 
and as stocks are being depleted it is 








necessary to consider transportation 
rates in quoting on future supplies. 
Imports of nitrate into this country 
during December amounted to 32,592 
tons, valued at $707,083, as compared 
with 32,177 tons, valued at $1,285,782.

While demand for dye materials 


from the textile trade is only moderate, 
a good call is reported for certain ma- 
terials from other trades, notably 
frem tanners. The potash embargo, as 
reported last week, was one of the big 
factors of the market this week, and 
among the principal items which were 
uffected were prussiates and bichro- 
mates. Market quotations for both 
those potash products have been ad- 
vanced and the outlook is decidedly 
unfavorable for lower values’ unless 
the embargo is removed or modified in 
some way. There is a tendency to 
ask more for some of the soda com- 
pounds, owing to the fact that many 
consumers substitute the latter for 
potash preparations when the differen- 
tial in price becomes large enough to 
make it worth while. Aniline oil and 
salts‘are in limited supply and prices 
are held at high levels. The tin prod- 
ucts are influenced largely by fluctua- 
tions in the metal market and the lat- 
ter eased off at the close of the week. 
Starch and dextrines have been main- 
tained at the high levels reached last 
week and demand is proving satisfac- 
tory. <A report reached here this week 
to the effect that the plan for develop- 
ing a dye-making industry in England 
had been modified. The plan will be 
undertaken by the government and 
provides for the formation of a com- 
pany with a capital of £2,000,000, of 
which one-half will be placed on sub- 
scription. Detailed reports on the sep- 
arate articles of the local market fol- 
low :— 

ALBUMENS.—Small quantities of 
blood albumen came in during the 
week from European markets. Demand 
for blood albumen is moderate and 
trading is not featured in any way. 
Market prices are holding at 30@35c. 
per pound. Some sellers report a good 
call for dried egg albumen and deliv- 
eries against old orders is large enough 
to prevent any accumulations of stocks 
in sellers’ hands. Prices are quoted at 
50@55c. per pound. Ocean freights from 
points in China are higher and tend to 
strengthen values for Chinese grades 
of albumen. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—While 
trading in aniline oil and salts is quiet 
there is no sign of weakness in prices 
and stocks are so low that the spot 
market is merely nominal as it would 
be practically impossible to obtain 
large supplies. Consumers who are 
covered by contracts are not receiving 
deliveries regularly and there is no as- 
surance that this condition will change 
for the »etter in the near future. Both 
oil and salts are nominally quoted at 
70c. per pound. From official figures of 
imports it is made plain that offerings 


of aniline salts in this country have 
been far below normal in quantity. 
Imports of aniline salts in December 


were 102,387 pounds, valued at $14,655, 
against 209,149 pounds, valued at $14,751, 
in December last year.

Of course, some 
of the manufacturers of bichromates 
were covered ahead, and they have 
been giving consumers the benefit of 
this fact. Prices for large lots of bi- 
chromate of soda are 4%c. per pound, 
but the bulk of business now passing 
is for small lots, as the large consum- 
ers are covered by contracts.

CUTCH.—The shipments of cutch 
from Rangoon .to all parts from Jan- 
uary 1 to December 22 of last year 
were 2,897 tons, against 2,400 tons in 
1913 and 4,100 tons in 1912. Higher costs 
of ocean freights tend to firm the mar- 
ket for all articles which are imported 
and naturally this includes cutch.
